EDITORIAL

Some are upset over a report they read in a Sunday newspaper that Ber- 
togna could be heading for Wollongong City and not A.P.I.A. 

That may or may not be the case. id 
The latter of the two at this stage seems to be correct. If that is the case some 
supporters will be upset with the club for reporting the matter before it was 
finalised. But as far as the club was concerned it was finalised when all 
three parties, Bertogna, Newcastle and the A.P.I.A. Club agreed on the 
following:- * 

1. Bertogna was happy and pleased with the terms offered by A.P.I.A. 

2. Newcastle were happy to accept the transfer deal and A.P.I.A. was more 
than willing to pay, and thirdly and lastly A.P.I.A. was happy to have in 
their ranks a player of Bertogna’s calibre. 

If Bertogna has now changed his mind, if Newcastle has changed their 
minds - the club is not to blame.

The new characters which are being merchandised through Hanna Barbera, are designed 
to appéal to children of whom 400,000 - boys and girls are curre®tly playing, and, claims ASFM's 
executive director, Rik Booth, soccer is the one sport in Australia where the kids are influencing the 
parents. “The general soccer audience is mainly young, white collar and very family orientated,” he 
says. The recent launch is but the first of several planned this year by ASFM, in an overall licensing 
programme which will embrace Philips Soccer League club emblems, and later, State Federation, 
referee's federation and women’s soccer association emblems. This season is going to be a vintage 
year for the sport and also for A.P.I.A. going on the club's outstanding results so far this season.

We scored three goals, sorry four goals, as some papers failed to report, we also 
kept the opposition from scoring, two main parts of the game of soccer, yet we 
were lucky. I have been brought up in soccer, on attacking football, and tome a 
“good” attacking team is a team that scores more goals than anyone else, and 
can defend when neseccary.

In the game we crossed the half-way line twice in we 
achieved the result we wanted O-0 and went through to the final on our home 
result 3-1. What I am saying is we played that day to achieve an end result. Our 
coach was pleased in the way we played. It was a great game for the spectators. 
As I thought the game on Sunday was against Olympic. As I walked with Olym- 
pic coach Tommy Docherty, across the field at half time, Tom said he thought it 
was a good open game, and I agree with him, and I hope all our games for the 
rest of the season are as good to watch. I know Tom would agree when I say it 
would be nice if the result of the games were secondry. Coachs all over the 
world would sleep better after weekend matchs. 

This weekend we have two matchs today against Footscray, tomorrow (Monday) 
against Adelaide Giants. Both of these games are very important to us. If we are 
100% succesful this weekend it would put us in a strong position for the second 
half of the season, and with a fully fit squad available for selection, I am confi- 
dent we can do well in both matches.
